Hazard = a source of potential danger or adverse 
condition; includes natural events and human-caused events 

Hazard Mitigation = any sustained action taken to 
reduce or eliminate the long-term risk to human life and 
property from hazards

Planning = the establishment of goals, policies, and 
procedures for a social or economic unit
